Se.-Kui'c  of  I'rrjicnta  Ue^ii;ne«l  far  a  King. 

According  to  the  Ffeueh  papers  a 
diplomatic  difficulty  has  arisen  between 
their  governiueut  iind  the  Khedive. 
Some  months  ago  Marshal  MbMahoii 
received  from  the  King  of  Abyssinia  a 
number  of  valuable  presents  ctmoisting 
of  skins,  ivory,  etc.  Wishing  to  recip- 
rocate the  attention,  the  Marshal  for- 
warded by  way  of  Alexandria  five  boxfs 
addressed  to  King  John  I.  These 
boxes  coutaiuwl  arms,  trinkets,  and 
other  Parisian  articles,  and  were  all 
stamped  ou  tlie  lock  with  thiv  seal  of 
France.  But  tlie  Egyptian  authorities 
nevertheless  stopped  the  boxes,  tore 
oil"  the  seids,  and  coufiacated  their  o«ui- 
tents.  The  French  Charge  d'Aflaus 
has  naturally  protested  against  this 
outrage,  and  threatens  to  haHl  tlown 
his  flag  unless  full  satisfaction  is  of- 
fered. 


A  NKw  street  pavement  has  been 
tried  in  San  Francisco.  It  is  called 
"  hydro-carbohzed  brick,"  aud  is  made 
of  bricks  of  a  soft  porous  nature, 
which  are  boiled  iu  coal-tar,  which  ren- 
ders them  tough,  aud  nearly  as  hard  as 
granite.

A  layer  of  prepared  brif^  is  then  laid 
flatwise,  each  brick  being  dipped  iu 
boiling  tar  as  it  is  put  down.  This  is 
overlaid  by  a  second  course  of  prepared 
brick  placed  close  together,  each  brick 
dipped  as  before.  The  interstices  are 
then  tilled  with  boiling  tar,  and  the 
whole  covered  with  a  thin  layer  of 
screened  gravel.  The  cost  is  about 
thirty-six  or  thirty -seven  cents  per 
square  foot.

It  is  a  curious  fact,  and  oue  of  great 
practical  iniportatice  iu  structural 
science,  tli!«t  in  the  salt  mines  of  I'o 
land  aud  Hungary  the  galleries  are 
supported  by  wooden  pillars.  Which  are 
found  to  lust  ui'iinpaired  for  ages,  in 
consequence  of  being  impregnated  with 
salt,  while  pillars  of  brick  aud  stone, 
used  for  the  same  purpose,  crumble 
iiwiiv  iu  a  short  time  by  the  decay  of 
their  mortar.  It  is  also  found  that 
.wooden  piles,  driven  into  Ihe  mud  of 
salt  flats  and  marshes,  last  for 
an  unlimited  time,  and  are  used 
for  the  louudatioii  of  biick  and 
stone  edifices  ;  aud  the  practice 
of  docking  timber,  by  immersing 
it  for  some  time  lu  Hoa-«ater.  after  it 
has  beeu  seasoned,  is  gmierally  admit 
ted  to  pioiuote  its  durability.  There 
are  .some  experiments  which  appear  to 
show  that,  alter  the  dry  rot  has  cv)m- 
meuceil,  immersion  in  salt  water  effect- 
ually clieckfi  its  progress  and  preserves 
the  remainder  of  the  timber.  If  carr 
betaken  to  renew  the  coat  of  paint  as 
often  as  it  dicays,  wood  ou  the  outside 
of  the  buildings  may  be  made  to  last 
for  centuries  ;  paint,  however,  is  no 
pr»s(>rvative  against  the  iut<>rual  or  dry 
rot,  uotwithstambiig  the  t)pimim  so 
generally  prevalent  to  the  cimtrary. 

A  onuot's  oiroumstance  is  mentioned 
in  a  Canadian  paper  of  a  boy  named 
Kiogstou,  who  recently  lost  bis  arm  by 
a  threshing  machine  at  Adelaide.  Alter 
the  liml)  had  beeu  amputated  and  bur 
iod,  the  boy  complained  that  tho  hand 
was  crami'^ed,  causing  him  extreme 
pain,  aud  that  if  it  was  uot  ai.siuterred 
he  could  uot  recover.  The  limb  was 
accordingly  disinterred,  aud  the  hand 
was  found'to  be  firmly  shut  together. 
During  the  operation  of  opening  tho 
hand  the  patient  evinced  great  agony, 
aud  afteiwarils  declared  that  he  felt  re- 
lieved from  the  sensation  of  cramp.

Iiandslides  in  Bolivi:!. 

The  Re  forma  de  la  Paz,  in  Bolivia, 
gives  anacc«iunt  of  some  terrilde  land- 
slides that  have  taken  place  m  that  re- 
public : 

"On  the  29th  of  August  latt,  about 
one  o'clock  iu  the  morning,  a   teirible 
noise  was  heard  in  the  directicn  of  San 
Pedro,  to  the   sooth   of  the   city.     On 
the  following  morning   it  wsis   observed 
that  a  largt?  tnu't  of  arable  1  tnd  situ- 
ated at  the  foot  of  the  height*  of  Potosi 
had  gone  down   out   of   sight.     Up   to 
eight  o'clock  the   immense   and   dense 
clouils  of  dust   announced    that  great 
masses  of  the    hills    had   given  way. 
This  place  which   had  disappeared   so 
completely    was  called  Tembladeraui, 
a  name  given  to  it  no  doubt,  Irom,  the 
swampy    nature    of  the    soil,   causeti 
by  the 'rivulets  that   ran    into  it.     The 
peojdc  flocked  for  two  days  to  look  at 
the  place  where  so  large  an   extent  of 
ground  had   sunk   out  of  sigtit.     The 
cracks  and  rents  extended   south  to  a 
distance  of   lour  thousand   metres  by 
two  thousand  wide.     The   trausforma- 
tions  of  the  field  ott'er  curious  aspects. 
The  earth  seems  to  be  as  if  it  were  in 
ebulitiou,  producing  uprisiufrs  ot  the 
ground.     Five  Indian    huts,  v ith  their 
gardens,  granaries  and  cattle   went  out 
of    sight  in    a    moment.     Tl  e     other 
houses  near  are  in  a  state  of  rnin.     By 
tiikiug  off  the  roofs  the  cattle,tind  vege- 
table products  were  saved.     It  is  sup- 
posed the  base  of  the  hill  was  so  soak- 
ed with  water  that  it  allowed  t  ae  hill  to 
sink  down   lhn>ugh  it,  and  tl.at   there 
had  been  also  a  sort  t»f  eruption  from 
below,  raising  the  earth  above  its  usual 
level."

The  Agri.uitunst  say<*:  "The  Dwarf 
Juai-lerrv  i^  »  shrub  that  t>ught  to  be  bet 
ter  ku.jWA.  .Vlmost  every  one  knows  the 
common  June-berry  or  Shad-flower,  a  shrub 
or  smiil  tree  i-onspicuous  all  over  the  coun 
try  in  Apnl  and  May,  with  it*  racemes  ot 
•jf  -white,  long-petelled  liowers.  One  dwarl 
specimen  that  I  hare  had  for  five  years  is 
•inly  eii:hteen  incht'S  high,  while  othera  in 
Ijetter  soil  are  between  two  and  three  feet 
They  ilow  er  so  profusely  each  sprinir  that 
they  are  c<  >mpletely  clothed  in  a  sheet  of 
white.  The  fruit,  whi..h  is  about  the  size 
of  a  larvce  huckleberry,  is  said  to  be  pleas- 
ant, and  iu  some  part  a  of  the  West  i^  grown 
for  market.  I  speak  guardedly  of  the  fruit, 
for  tile  birds  keep  >ui.h  a  close  watch  "f  it 
that  I  1"  not  get  a  chance  to  tai;te  when  fully 
ripe.  The  slirub  increases  with  moderate 
rapilJty  by  .-uikers,  and  itf-ould,  no  duubt, 
be  propagated  more  rapidly  if  that  were 
desired.

so  goo.  1  a  one  from  her.  She  was  descend- 
ed from  the  old  stock  n*  tjjr  Hugo  Smith- 
son  of  Stanwick. 

Th.  m^w  Bat«8  ^Bght  from  Colling  one  of 
the  des' '  ndants  of  this  cow  in  lyo^  f,^f  iQO 
guineas,  being  the  same  I  have  miuii,„icd  as 
being  such  a  fine  dairy  animal ;  he  b«iught 
another  at  Colling's  sale  in  1810.  For  the 
latter  he  paid  i;J8  guineas,  and  styled  her 
Du'jhcs.^  First,  and  from  her  all  I  he  present 
family  liave  des<.«nded.  Bates  telLs  us  he 
was  induced  to  select  thi.>;  tribe  from  having 
found  that  they  were  great  growers  and 
qui'  k  ft^'ders,  with  fine  quality  of  meat, 
consuming  little  food  in  proportion  to  their 
growth,  and  als-j  from  finding  that  they 
were  great  milkers.

Under  tliis  head  a  writer  makes  the  fol* 
lowing  sea8«)nabk'  and  well  cousidortHl  rw- 
marks: 

Failures  in  busiuess  have  l>eun  in  order 
for  several  wei-ks,  but  aniuits;  the  many  who 
have  thus  given  up  all  tlieir  creditors,  how 
few  of  them  have  been  farmers  \  It  is  a 
good  time  to  rxptal  what  we  have  often 
said  before,  that  thi-re  is  no  pursuit  which 
offers  Bi>  ( ertain  a  living  as  that  iu  connec- 
tion with  land — ganlening,  farming,  or 
fruit  gr*»wiiijf.  We  8up|H>s«  no  one  tibje.  ts 
tckthis.  NVe  never  heard  any  tmo  but  would 
readily  agret'  that  farming,  or  its  allieil  tn- 
cupations,  were  more  sure  to  bring  in  a  fair 
comiietency  ;  but  it  is  said  one  can't  ^jet  rich 
Htit;  and  then  it  is  said  to  U-  such  a  dull, 
ploddin^r  business  But  this  is  just  a.s  pe*>- 
ple  make  it.  It  is  plo.ldiiig  l>ocaust>,  iis  a 
rule,  so  many  undertake  to  push  it  with 
too  small  a  eapital  —that  is  to  say,  try  to  do 
too  much  with  too  little  to  do  it  with  ;  tiik- 
ing  }>erhai>.s  a  hundred  acres  when  fifty 
would  have  Ixeii  U-tter  for  tluin. 

In  this  respt'it  farming  is  not  different 
fn>iu  anything  else.  .Vuy  one  can  look 
around  and  see  men  who  have  stivrted  into 
business  witht)ut  much  capital,  and  who 
have  to  work  hard  all  the  days  of  their  lives. 
This  is  partu  ulurly  the  case  with  storekeep- 
ers. We  kuDw  of  men  of  this  chiir»«  ter, 
who  supposing  farminkt  was  but  "  plodding" 
along,  started  to  keep  sttire  when  tximpara- 
tively  young,  and  who  have  succeeded  so 
well  that  they  are  considered  well  off— and 
so  they  are  iu  si>me  respects.  That  is  to  say 
they  own  a  store  and  au  extensive  stock, 
worth  perhajw  so  many  thousand  dollars. 
But  It  is  question  whether  it  is  not  rather 
the  stores  which  own  them.  For  ye  irs  and 
years  they  had  to  l)e  aKiut  from  eiirly  morn- 
ing till  late  at  night,  most  «)f  the  time  a 
prisoner  between  tho  four  briok  walls. 

Ihuy  have  plenty  to  eat  m  the  meantime, 
and  Wi>re  tolorably  good  clothes,  In'siJes. 
perhips,  having  a  iiood  seat  for  themselves 
or  family  in  the  ciiurc.'i  or  meeting  house. 
Many  oi  them  are  now  graudlathers,  and  in 
the  natural  course  of  events  must  die,  aud 
the  only  .sati-«faction  they  have  in  Kxjkin^ 
back  over  their  L'tig,  hard-worked  lite  is 
that  when  the  (.tock  and  fixin«s  are  s  Id 
there  will  be  perhaps  a  tritle  left  lor  their 
families.  The  s«.ms  and  daughters  have  t<> 
begin  again — not  where  their  fathers  left  off. 
but  very  nearly  where  the  father  starteil. 

Yet.  after  all.  a  farmer's  life  need  not  to 
be  dull  and  pUnlding.  There  are  tew  per- 
suita  which  have  so  much  leisure.  True  it 
is  that  at  times  th«re  is  a  ifreat  pressure  ot 
things  to  be  done,  and  hard  work  is  in  or- 
der ;  but,  as  compared  with  the  store-kee j>- 
er's,  it  is  nothmtr  near  as  regular  a  ux  on 
his  attention.  The  pressure  over,  compara- 
tive leisure  returns;  at  lea.st  thoUiih  there 
is  always  something  t  >  be  done,  it  is  never 
.so  immediately  pres^-ing  and  pushing  as  it 
is  in  other  occupations.  The  opp^irtunities 
for  study  and  for  so<ial  enjoyment — <^>bject8 
surely  as  well  worth  living  for  as  a  mere 
leaving  behind  lis  a  ma.ss  of  at-quired  wealth 
— are  much  more  surely  within  the  grasp  of 
th'>se  who  cultivate  the  soil  than  those  who 
are  tied  to  these  uever-endingeaUs.  To  be 
sure  there  has  never  been  much  attentitm 
given  among  the  farming  community  to 
cultivate  "'society"  among  theni.selves,  but 
there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not. 
They  coidd,  if  they  choose,  so  organize 
matters  among  themselves  that  both  young 
and  old  could  enjoy  themselves  together  iu 
an  agreeable  manner,  with  more  pleasurable 
re>uitsthan  any  fashionable  set  in  the  city 
ever  dreamed  of. 

And  as  to  wealth,  depend  on  it,  there  is 
just  as  much  to  be  made  at  farming  as  at 
any  other  pursuit,  if  it  is  followed  iu  the 
same  business  way.  If  a  mau  starts  f firm- 
ing with  no  capital,  he  is,  of  course,  little 
more  thau  a  laborer,  and  has  little  right  to 
expect  more  than  a  lab«orer's  pay  in  the  re- 
sult. If,  when  he  makes  a  few  hundred 
dollars,  instead  of  improving  his  farm  with 
the  money,  and  making  it  work,  as  it  is  the 
object  of  most  commercial  bu.>iness  to  make 
capital  work,  he  puts  it  into  .some  railroad 
stock,  bank  stock,  co-oi>erative  niachin<- 
shop,  transportation  «-ompany,  or  other 
similar  schemes,  which  are  ever  awake  to 
catch  up  his  small  change,  he  will  always  l>e 
among  those  who  had  no  money  in  farming.

To  Make  tub  Best  Vdjegak. — .Vny 
grocer  will  tell  you  how  hard  it  is  ot 
obtain  really  good  vine;rar.  (Jur  plan 
which  is  always  successiul,  is  to  take  cider 
and  when  it  has  become  "  sharp"  rack  it  off 
and  clean  the  barrel  Fill  in  the  cider  and 
let  it  stand,  obtain  sap  iu  the  spring,  take 
and  boil  two  barrels  into  one  or  stronger, 
mix  the  cider  with  the  sirup  iu  equal  quan- 
tities and  let  it  stand  when  it  wiU  soon 
make  most  excellent  cider  vinegar  The 
demand  for  ciikr  vinegar  is  far  greater  thau 
the  supply  and  cider  worth  10  c  nts  a  ).'al- 
lou  in  the  fall  may  be  made  into  vim-gar 
worth  -JO  cents  a  gallon  in  nine  months  time, 
and  at  the  wnall  cost  of  maple  sap,  will  pay 
■500  per  cent.,  as  an  investment  and  supply 
the  people  with  a  good  healthy  article. — 
B^ickeye  F'iriner. 

Bajced  l^KKSU  Fisn. — Bake  like  meat  in 
a  pan,  with  salt  aud  a  little  water,  and 
when  party  cooked,  pour  over  it  half  or  a 
whole  cup  of  cream,  according  to  the  quan- 
tity of  fish.  It  will  bake  in  alx<ut  an  hour : 
and  a  thickened  gravy  should  be  made  in 
the  pan  after  the  fish  is  taken  up.  Cut 
halibut  in  thin  slices,  but  other  kiuds,  like 
haddock,  shad,  etc..  are  best  baked  wh<de 
and  may  l>e  stuffed,  if  dcBiriKl.  This  i-  a 
nice  way  of  co«jking,  if  one  cann<t  i-at  tried, 
as  it  preserve*  the  flavor  much  lietter  than 
boiling. 

C'hoppku  FiCKLB. — What  we  call  Chop- 
ped Pickle  goes  ahso  under  the  name  of 
Chow-Chow,  Pi'  klette.  Higdum.  etc.  It 
IS  liked  by  lufjst  p<Tsons,  is  readily  made, 
and  admits  of  the  use  of  a  numlier  of  art! 
cles.  There  is  no  particular  rule  for  mak- 
ing it.  and  the  basis  may  lie  of  whaUiver 
pickle-iuakmg  matA.-rial  is  most  abundant. 
We  have  jtist  put  up  our  winter  sUjck,  and 
this  time  made  it  as  follows.  Green  toma- 
toes furnished  tlie  largest  share,  then  th-re 
were  nearly  ripe  cucumbers  with  the  seed 
removed,  cabbage,  onious,and  green  pejipers. 
These  were  chopped  in  a  (shopping-machine 
Band  mixed,  sprinkled  freely  with  salt,  aud 
allowed  bj  sUind  until  the  next  day.  The 
abundant  jui^e  was  then  thoroughly 
drained  off,  aud  enou^di  spiced  vinegar  pre- 
pared to  cover  the  material.  No  rule  lau  be 
given  for  the  spi-x-,  which  may  be  a«;<  ord- 
ing  to  taste.  Whole  pepper, 'loves, mustard- 
seed,  broken  ciuuam<jn,  or  whatever  spice  is 
fancied,  may  b».-  b<jiled  in  the  vinegar.  We 
prefer  it  with  the  addition  of  sugar.  Some 
mix  up  mustard  and  add  to  the  piekle  when 
cold,  and  others  boil  turmeric  iu  the  viiie- 
gai  to  give  it  a  uniform  yellow  color.  It  is 
a  pickle  that  can  be  made  according  to  fancy 
rather  than  according  t^>  rule.  In  winter, 
cabbage,  c«lery,  and  onions  treited  in  the 
same  way  make  a  very  fine  pb-kie.  As  with 
'jther  piokles,  the  vinegar  sh'^uld  be  poured 
off,  and  boiled,  at  intervals  of  a  few  days, 
two  or  three  times  before  it  is  put  away  for 
the  winter.

Jupiter   is  the 
tiiHttiuger-     If  it  be  long   and    not    ill- 
siiapcn,  and  if  the    mount    at    its    base 
be  well  developed,  it  indicates    a  noble 
and    lolty    character   and   a  religious- 
minded  person.      If  disproportionately 
long  it  will    mean    difierent    things   ac-

IliHV  She  Itegan. 

The  first  idea  to  become  an  histori- 
cal roinaucist  was  suggestefl  to  Louise 
Muhlbacli  by  the  perusal  of  a  manual 
of  German  history,  which  she-  had 
b' night  for  her  little  daughter  Tlieo- 
dura.  "  What  a  dull  book  that  is  !" 
she  exclaimed.  "And  how  attriu-tive 
history  cciuld  be  made  for  chiltlnni"' 
She  went  to  work  at  orce,  and  wrote 
for  her  child  a  series  of  tales,  embrac- 
ing the  most  memorable  events  in  the 
history  "f  Prussiii.  These  tales  were 
read  by  some,  of  h.  r  literary  friends, 
and  they  ut^ed  the  authoress  to  write 
a  series  of  novels  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion for  grown  people.  At  first  the 
idea  almost  frightened  her;  but  she 
prepared  valiantly  for  the  arduous 
task,  and  soon  her  busy  pen  began 
to  evolve  those  vivid  historical  ro- 
mances wliich  instruct  tho  reader  as 
much  as  they  amuse  him,  and  which, 
it  may  justly  be  said,  have  done  more 
to  popularize  the  history  of  Germany 
during  the  last  two  centuries  than  all 
the  ilry  and  dull  historical  manuals 
written  by  learned  professors.  At  the 
same  time  they  re-kindled  among  the 
Germans  that  spirit  of  nationality 
which  had  almost  became  extinct,  and 
I>erliups  the  success  ot  the  Prussian 
policy  since  1867,  m  the  re-generation 
and  unification  of  the  Fatherland,  may, 
in  paitv  bf-due  to  the  deep  impressiou 
which  the  Muhtbach  novels  had  made 
upon  'nillions  of  rea«lers,  wt^^^m  no 
more  seri'jus  class  of  literature  was  able 
to  reach.

2S.  Sho  hail  oil  boarvl  313  (x  rsoiia,  i>f  wliicU 
uanibcT  ouly  87  wore  saved,  making  a  lo^a  of 
226. 

The  YiU^  <ln  Havre  wau  struck  anndsbipA 
by  the  Loch  riu-  and  liuuk  in  twelve  nuiiutos 
afU»r  lh«  ooHision.  The  Ix>cherii«*  immedi- 
ately  lower«>d  iheir  i>oxti,  which  rcuilercd  all 
aervioo  poitsible  by  them.  Filty-threc  of  the 
crrw  were  saved,  includiuK  the  captain,  ami 
tho->e  CO  to  make  up  the  eighty  s^vun  saved. 
Aiuon^  the  paas«enj;er»  were  ton  women, which 
number  she  tranaforrrd  to  the  Trinionntain, 
of  New  York,  and  they  w<>rt>  tskeii  to  I'ardift"

She  ia  to  have  2()<) 
horse  power  compound  engines,  and  is 
divided  into  compartmentH,  with  a 
double  bottom,  having  punip.s  and 
valves  so  arrangad  as  to  settle  her  iu 
the  water  to  the  level  of  the  dee,k.  Slie 
has  a  torpedo  spar  projet^ting  from  the 
Vow,  and  three  Himiliir  spars  on  eitlier 
side  Strength  and  speed,  with  iiliili 
t,y — by  moans  of  tho  Fowler  paddle- 
^,«.^|_of  turning  within  her  own 
length,  have  been  the  objects  ehielly  tn 
view  in  her'  construction.

0:i 
the  journey  to  this  city  the  prisoner 
confessed  lo  the  officer  that  he  had  re- 
ceived the  stolen  bond  fnmi  a  man 
named  George  W.  Ohadwick,  who  was 
accordingly  arrested.  Van  Eeten,  in 
consideratiou  of  the  fact  of  his  having 
confesseil.'hixd  tme  year  of  the  term  of 
imprisonment  intended  for  him  cutoff, 
ami  was  sentenced  by  llecordcr  llackett 
to  oiue  years'  imprisonment  and  $9,000 
tine.  Chadwick  was  irried  before  Jus- 
tice Woodruff  iu  tho  United  States 
court  on  a  charge  of  having  altered  the 
figures  on  the  stolen  bond,  and  was 
ficntence<l  to  10  years'  imprisonmout 
and  !|!10,000  fine. 

The  circumstances  of  tho  great  rob- 
bery were  again  lirought  to  tho  mem- 
ory of  public  ollicials  yesterday  by  the 
arrest  of  two  men, in  wliost^  possession 
wero  found  $37,500  wortli  of  the  stolen 
bonds.  \  month  ago  Capt.  Irving,  of 
tlie  detect ivti  sipiad,  rect.'ived  informa- 
tiou  that  certain  jarsons  was  olTenng 
for  Side  govenimi'ul  securities  at  a  rate 
far  below  tho  luarket  price.  Capt. 
Irving  niirratod  the  facts  in  his  pos- 
session to  Drtii-tives  Sami»soii  and 
Farley,  and  toldthetu  to  ascertain  tlu^ 
churacler  ol  Ihe  bonds.  Tho  olHcers 
iiiiypecteil  that  the  bonds  offered  f«»r 
sale  might  be  (ronnferfeits,  and  accord- 
ingly asked  Col.  Whitely,  of  tiie  U.  S. 
secret-service  force,  ti>  give  them  the 
aid  of  one  of  the  detectives  umler  his 
command.  The  secret-service  officer 
proved  to  bo  very  elliicient,  for  he  suc- 
ceeded in  securing  an  introduction  to  a 
man  imund  Benjaniin  Warner,  living 
at  No.  3R  East  Fourth  street,  and  re- 
poredt  to  be  a  stock-broker.  who,it  was 
assorted,  had  offered  to  sell  tho  boinls. 
After  a  fortnight's  actpiaintance,  the 
tlijorat-sbrvico  once  broac^hed  tho  sub- 
jfct  of  the  bonds  to  Warnei-  who  read 
ily  talke^l  about  the  price.  Warner  also 
stated  the  quantity  of  boudrf  in  his 
jiossession,  but  was  very  cautious 
nbottt  delivering  them  i<»  any  one 
with  wlioiii  lit!  was  not  acquainted-  At 
luut  tho  becret-service  officer  agreed  to 
Warner's  terms,  but  insisted  upon  ex- 
amining the  bonds  to  determine  their 
genuineiieHs  before  iiaying  for  them. 
Warner  led  hiaiiewr  fi-iend  to  his  home 
on  Wednesday  afttiruooii,  aud  showed 
him  the  bonds.  The  si'cret  service  of- 
ficer inspected  the  bonds,  and  quickly 
iliscovereil  timt  koiiu>  ot  them  were 
tliose  which  liiul  been  stolen  Irom  Lo- 
zago ovu'r  two  years  before.  lie  then 
fold  Watner  hft  would  buy  the  bonds, 
aad  would  at  once  pay  h>r  them  il  the 
latier  would  accompany  him  to  tiie 
bank.  Warner  accei)tod  tho  offer  with 
evident  joy,  and  accoinpanitMl  the 
,  ,;rct-hervico  officer  as  far  as  Third 
avenue,  where  Detectives  Sampson  and 
Ftiriey  were  standing.  Warner  was 
instantly  arrested  by  the  dttt*J«it.ives, 
aud  ^vlls  1p<1  ba«',k  to  his  lioiiie^  The 
detectives  there  found  Andrew  J.  Park- 
'or,  who,   Waruer  asserted,   had  given

Its 
leugtli  is  about  750  milcB,  and  its 
breadth  alumt  forty  miles.  The  Island 
of  (ireat  Britain  is  about  (>50  milo.s 
long,  with  au  average  breadth  of 
about  200  miles,  which  will  give  some 
ifl«a  of  tho  comparative  size  of  Cuba. 
Cuba  contains  some  30,000  square 
miles  of  territory  ,  and  is  remarkable 
for  its  general  salubrity  of  climate 
and  great  productiveness  of  soil. 
No  laud  baa  ever  suffered  more 
from  gross  misgovern ment.  It  has 
been  the  prey  olike  of  the  old  buccan- 
eers and  the  modem  filibusters,  uot  to 
speak  of  its  own  internal  revolutious 
and  fruitless  uprisings;  in  fact  during 
tho  present  century  it  has  n6ver  known 
poxmauuut  tranquility.

Irving  niirrated  the  facbs  in  his  pos- 
session to  Detectives  Sampson  and 
Kiirlev.  ami  told  I  he»ii  to  ascertain  the 
i-linracte.r  oi  the  bonds.  The  ollieers 
tiiiMpectcd  tliat  the  bonds  tillered  lot 
sale  might  bo  coitnterfeits,  and  accord- 
ingly a.-^ki'd  ('ol.

Fsirley  were  slaiiding.  Warner  w;is 
insiaiitly  arrested  by  tlu*.  ilttt*!t;tiv«'s, 
and  \viis  led  back  to  his  home.  The 
detectives  there  round  Andrew  T.  f'ark- 
or,  who,    Warner  assertod,    hail  given

(rovernini'iit  so  bencn<Meiit  as  our*.  We 
hopt'the  Virgiiiiiis  sluiiL.hter  will  bring 
things  to  a  crisis,  and  that  Ix^tter  days 
are  in  store  b>r  the  (^)ueen  of  the  An- 
tiies.

mid  rape,  two  pots  of  each.  The 
necessary  fertilizers  were  added  to 
each,  except  that  to  one  pot  of  each, 
an  extra  quantity  of  nitrogen  was  add- 
ed. It  was  found  that  tlioso  plants 
which  had  been  supplied  with  nitrogen 
in  the  stiil  llourished  and  grew  luxu- 
riantly, wliile  those  which  had  t>uly  the 
nitrogen  of  the  air  were  stunted  and 
small.  It  ii*  not  stated  in  what  form 
Dr.  Hellreigel  employed  the  nitrogen  ; 
probfilMy  iis'soiuo  salt  of  ammonia. — 
Kcc/utngc. 

'  Slrrt-I  Tree  Pli«iill"#t' 

The  folUiwing  is  aMicliigan  law  rela- 
tive t.)  phmtiug  trees  in  the  highway  : 

Any  person  or  persons  owning  or 
occupying:  laml  adjoining  any  highway 
not  less  than  tliree  n>ds  wide,  may  sot 
out  or  plant  shrubs  or  trees  tm  eiu'h 
siile  of  said  highway  contiguous  to  his 
land,  which  trees  or  shrubs  shall  be 
set  ill  regular  rows  at  a  distiuice  not 
less  than  six  feet  from  each  other,  and 
within  eight  feet  of  the  margin  of  the 
highway.  Provided,  that  in  incorpo- 
rated villages  or  cities  the  commou 
council  of  such  cities  or  villages  may 
til  or  determine  the  distance  that  such 
trees  shall  be  set  from  the  margin  of 
the  highways  therein. 

And  any  such  pei-son  owning  or  occu- 
pying laud  contiguous  to  any  highway, 
and  who  is  assessed  to  any  highway  or 
poll-tax,  may  cause  to  be  paid  of  such 
tax  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
per  cent,  for  any  year,  by  planting 
trees  or  shrubs  iu  the  margin  of  the 
highway,  in  a  space  not  exceeding 
eight  feet  in  width  from  the  margin  of 
the  highway,  which  sum, when  so  paid, 
shall  be  credited  upon  his  highway  cr 
poll-tax  for  that  year. 

And  any  overseer  of  the  highway  may 
cause  a  portion  not  exceeding  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  highway  tax,  in  his  road 
district,  to  be  expended  in  setting  out 
trees  or  shrubs  in  a  si)ace  not  exceeding 
eight  feet  in  width  from  the  margin  of 
the  highway.

on  the  200  sheep,  $478  14.  Mr.  Burt 
holds  that  sheep  in  winter  should  be 
kept  in  small  flocks,  less  rather  than 
more  than  05  in  a  flock,  in  yards  where 
they  can  have  free  accese  at  all  times 
to  water ;  and  they  should  l)e  kept  frre 
from  all  disturbing  or  exciting  causes ; 
tbst  open  she<ls  aie  bett'-r  for  them 
than  a  close  barn,  and  that  it  is  best  to 
feed  grain  to  them  whole. 


tinier    WilloMti   uiiU  (llrir  Ciiltivulioii. 

Tile  immense  and  varied  uses  made 
of  willows,  makes  this  branch  of  indiis 
try  of  no  ordinary  consideration,  and 
in  a  country  like  the  United  States, 
where  thousand?  of  acres  of  the  best 
land  are  lying  idle,  or  pnulnce  at  best 
sour  grass  such  lainl  could  wttii  a 
mere  nominal  expense  be  turned  to 
permanent  profit,  Tiie  raising  of  wal- 
lows is  so  simple,  ami  easy,  that  ni  re 
who  have  suitable  soil  shouM  ne|i^-ct 
tt.  The  best  land  for  basket  willow,  is 
rich  wet  ground,  where  no  other  profit- 
able crop  can  ho  raisetl  ;  and  tht>  labor 
retiuiretl,  is  only  the  planting  and 
annual  cutting  of  the  sprays. 

I  have  raised  willows  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  tiiut  reaiiy  sale,  either  on 
the  ground,  cut  tind  taken  away  by 
basket-makers,  or  cut  and  peeled  in 
Philadelphia.  My  planting  is  along  a 
running  stream,  both  borders  being 
wet  and  formerly  pro«^liioed  nothing  but 
sour  grass  tit  for  litter  only.  I  grow 
annually  a  large  ijJiiintity  from  a  com- 
])aratively  small  area.  I  have  stools 
or  siunips  with  lifty  uiarktHable  sprays 
and  have  had  some  with  79:  the  aver- 
age in  a  plantation  of  several  yeiirs 
gmwth  may  be  10  or  30  sprtiys  per 
stool:  They  grow  from  5  to  8  feet 
high,  and  must  be  cut  annually,  if  left 
uncut,  the  crop  is  fast  becoming  brittle 
and  worthless  , 

The  distance  at  which  they  are  to  be 
planted,  is  regulated  by  the  coarseness 
or  fineness  the  sprays  are  desired  ;  the 
closer  tht-  planting, the  finer  the  sprays, 
12,  15  and  18  inches  are  proper  dis- 
tances for  the  several  kinds  from  tine 
to  coarse.  Cuttings  for  planting  are 
long  enough  at  18  ineties,  or  even  less. 
The  planting  is  very  simple  ;  the  thick 
end  is  cut  sharp,  and  inserted  halfway 
into  the  ground,  they  all  grow  readily. 
As  already  stated  soft  muddy  ground  is 
the  best.  1  have  some  jilanted  last 
spring,  at  have  made  a  growth  of  hve 
feet  this  summer,  when  land  is  less 
favorable,  there  will  be  less  growth. 

Should  any  one  be  sufficiently  inter- 
ested to  make  a  planting  I  will  be 
pleased  to  give  further  information.  ■ 

The  planting  can  be  done  any  time 
from  October  to  April,  when  the  ground 
is  open. — ^ew  York  Advertiser.

A  sure  way  to  prevent  b«es  from 
going  to  the  woods  when  they  come 
out  and  alight,  is  to  Ret  a  puil  hall 
full  of  cold  water  from  tin-;  well  ;  take 
a  broom  brush  and  dip  it  in  the  water, 
and  throw  it  up  over  the  bees,  and  it 
will  come  down  on  them  liko  Unt:  raiti, 
then  hive  thern  in  the  usual  way,  ainl 
spriuklt!  them  in  the  usual  way,  an<l 
sprinkle  them  while  going  in,  and 
sprinkle  the  ground  urmiiid  the  hive, 
to  cool  the  air';  in  til'teen  or  twenty 
minus's  do  it  again,  ai«l  continue  it 
until  thi;  day  is  cooler;  keep  the  hive 
in  the  shade.  There  is  no  need  of  hav- 
ing any  bees  go  t..  the  wools— not  at 
all.  I  Juul  over  forty  swarms  last  sum- 
mer, and  saved  all  by  spri'ikliug  them. 

'•But,"  says  one,  "my  bees  go  to 
the  woods  without  alighting."  I  don  t 
dispute  it  in  tin;  least ;  but  tl tiring  the 
thirty-five  years  that  I  liave  kept  bees, 
J  have  never  had  a  swarm  come  out 
and  go  to  the  woods  without  alighting 
first  ;  and  I  vm  safe  in  .sjiying  that  I 
have  hived  a  thousauit  swarms.  B»'cs 
soinctiines  come  out  nndiscoveietl,  and 
alter  a  white  start  for  the  woods  and 
are  sem  on  the  second  stiu't.  —  Rural 
New   Y'jrkcr.

It  is 
ulc«'r,  but  difters  from  a  common  ulcer 
in  this  :  around  evii-ry  bono  is  a  strong, 
rneml»rauou8  coveritig,  called,  in  medi- 
cal language,  pcri-ostlum,  meaning 
around  the  lK)ne.  When  an  ulcer  orig- 
inates between  the  bono  and  this  mem- 
brane it  causes  a  felon.  This  ulcer 
"gathers,"  and  whih;  so  doing  creates 
intfinse  pniu,  when  it  breaks  and  dis- 
charges itfl  accumulrtted  matter  it  is 
reatly  to  heal.  In  its  first  stages  it 
may  be  poultireil  until  the  ulcer  is 
defiuitely  located.  Then  apply  a  lan- 
ct;t  and  be  sure  to  score  the  bone. 
After  thi.s,  treat  it  us  au  ordinary 
wound.  A  bono  felon  is  where  thedis- 
casie  attacks  the  bone,  and  it  is  intense- 
ly pafrrfnl.  Wiien  it  becomes  certain 
that  the  bone  is  attacked,  which  is 
usually  at  the  p<»int  of  thn  finger,  that 
joint  iihould  be  f/nputated  without  d^- 
lay. —Jitif/a^i/c  farmer.      '

A 
criVrespohJWnt;  'VtrrithH;  *rom  Naplet», 
savs :  I  learn  that  the  form  of  an- 
other human  body,  which  has  been 
Pt-Qperyvd  iu  pkisler  of  Paris  within  the 
last  few  oJiys.  Tlie  oast  is  said  to  be 
extremely  beautiful,  and  far  superior 
to  any  which  have  hitherto  been  taken. 
The  head  is  a  portrait,  the  nose  is  long 
and  decidedly  atpiiline,  the  lips  full 
and  half  open,  the  ear  enormously 
large.  There  is  no  muscular  contrac- 
tion indicative  of  violent  death,  and 
the  whole  person,  which  is  the  pose 
of  ouo  who  sleeps,  showed  that 
this  unlia]>py  litizen  of  Pompeii  died 
of  asphy  1.1.  Holies  on  the  left  side, 
resting  the  head  on  the  right  hand, 
whilst  the  other  arm,  bent  under  the 
breast,  is  almost  concealed;  the  legs 
are  drawn  up  unequaled,  the  left  more 
than  the  right,  which  is  stretched  out 
naturally.  Around  the  loins  was  a 
linen  covering,  which  concealed  a 
small  portion  of  the  leg^  ;  the  breast 
was  naked,  without  a  shirt,  unless 
there  be  some  a]>pearanoe  of  one  ynder 
the  left  arm  pit ;  but  tho.  feet  were 
ntiked,  and  those  hate  been  ciist  mag- 
nificently. It  18  worthy  of  note  that 
this  boily  was  found  at  a  remarkable 
height,  almost  ou  the  level  of  the  sec- 
ond story,  and  near  it  were  a  lew  piuoes 
of  m(uiey  in  brotizo  and  silver.  Thus 
another  iuteresting  addition  is  made  to 
the  caste  of  human  forms  uow  in  tho 
Musenm.  - 

Almond  Caltnre  In  California. 

Norman  I'orter,  of  this  city,  wo  are 
pleased  to  aLnoiiuce,  is  meeting  with 
good  suuot^ss  in  his  efforts  to  iutroiluce 
almond  culture  in  this  valley.  Last 
winter  he  planted  thirty  acres  iu  al- 
mond trees  on  Stevens'  Creek,  west  of 
this  city,  and  most  of  the  trees  are  in 
excellent  condition.  But  little  rain 
fell  after  the  trees  were  planted,  and 
some  few  of  them  died,  not  having  re- 
ceieved  sufficient  nourishment  to  give 
them  a  start,  but  they  will  be  replaced 
this  winter.  In  this  climate  almond 
trees  will  bear  the  fourth  or  fifth  year, 
and  iu  no  country  iu  the  world  do  they 
grt>w  so  large  or  attain  such  perfection 
as  in  this  valley.  The  experiment  has 
beeu  tried  on  a  small  scale,  aud  the 
truth  of  the  above  statement  fully 
demonstrated.  The  section  of  country 
arouiul  Stevens'  Creek  is  eutirely  free 
from  frost,  and  the  soil  and  climate 
are  i)eculiarly  titlajited  to  the  growtti 
of  this  fruit.'  We  are  glad  to  know 
that  other  farmers  iu  the  vtilUy  will 
emulate  Porter's  example,  ami  eiigac;e 
iu  this  industry,  which  prtunises  to  be- 
come so  profitable  and  remunerative.—

Tbe   relations  of  tbe  Uinted  Stabs, 
however,  with  most  of  the  other  nations,  eoii- 
tiinie  to  Ik^   fiieiidU  and  cordial     with  France, 
Germanv,  Russia,  italv,  and  the   minor  pow 
ors,  with  Biazil  and  most  oi  tbt  South  Amer- 
ican Republics  and  Japan.     Nollung  has  oc- 
curred du  i.ig  the  year  to  demand  »\  ecial  no- 
tice.    The   correspondence   betwieu   the   De- 
partment of  State  and  vaiious  diplomatic  rei- 
resentatives  in  .or    from  those   eountrtes  is 
transmitted  herewith. 

In  executing  thw  will  of  Oiugross  as  ex- 
pressid  in  it<  joint  ri solution  of  the  lUb  of 
Februarv  last,  and  in  accordance  with  tli«- 
proTisioiiR  of  the  resolution,  a  number  ol 
practical  artisans  and  si  lenliftc  men  and  «d 
honorary  couimissioners  were  authorized  toiii- 
lend  the  Exposition  at  Vienna  as  conimih.-«ion- 
(Ts  on  the  part  of  the  United  Stales.  It  ii^ 
t>elieved  that  we  have  obtained  the  object 
which  Congress  had  m  view  when  it  passed 
the  joint  resolution  in  order  to  t  nabl.-  the 
people  of  Ibe  United  State;  to  »>articipate  in 
the  advantages  of  tbe  internali'iial  <  xlnbi- 
tion  of  tbe  product  of  agriculture,  manulic- 
tures  and  the  tine  arl.s  to  lie  neld  at  Vi«  una. 
1  take  pleasure  in  adding  that  the  American 
exhibitors  have  reciived  a  gratifying  nunibei 
ol  diplomas  and  medals  during  tbe  Exposi- 
tion. 

A  conference  was  held  at  Vienna  b>r  the 
purpose  of  consultation  on  tbo  systems  pi  e- 
vailing  in  differeni  countries  lor  the  p«  i  bctu'ii 
of  inventions.  1  authorized  a  lepre.seniative 
from  the  Patent  Olhco  to  be  pre.-wnt  at  Vuens 
at  the  time  when  this  eonlerenie  was  to  lake 
place,  in  ordtr  to  aid,  as  lar  as  be  iui>;bt.  m 
securing  anv  possible  additional  proloctio  .  to 
\mencan  iiivenlions  in  Europe.  Tbe  rc|s>rt 
of  tbe  agent  will  be  laid  b.  f-.re  i  ongresa. 

It  IS  mv  pit  a.saiit  duty  to  unn-nnce  to  Con- 
gress that  the  Emp»ror  of  China,  on  attain- 
ing his  majontv,  ri  ceiled  tbe  diplomatic  n  p- 
reSentatives  of  the  western  pow-  is  in  nersim. 
Au  acjount  of  these  ceromonit  s,  and  of  the 
inteipsting  discussions  which  preceded  Miem, 
will  be  found  lu  the  dooumeiits  transiuittod 
boM!witb.  The  accomiianying  papirs  show 
that  some  sdvance,  alihough  sbgiit.  has  been 
made  during  the  past  year  towauls  the  snj'- 
prcssion  of  the  infainoii.s  Chinese  coolie  trade. 
I  recommend  Congress  to  inquire  whether  ad- 
ditional legislation  be  not  needed  on  this  sub- 
ject.

TUE  SOKTHWEsTfcKN  BOUND  \IU. 

My  an  act  approved  on  the  14tb  dav  of  Feb- 
ruarN  last,  Congress  made  provision  for  com 
ploling  jointiv  with  an  officer  or  commrssioner 
U>  be  uameii  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  the 
boundarv  line  between  tne  lerrito  y  nt  Gnat 
Britain  as  was  lott  aLwunplrttd  by  the  coin- 
missiouers  appointed  under  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  August  nth,  1856.  Under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  tbo  northwtst  txiuinlary  ot 
the  United  States  has  been  determined  and 
niarkeil  in  accordance  with  the  awaiil  of  tlo 
Emperor  of  Germany.  A  protocol,  and  a  copy 
of  the  map  upon  which  the  line  was  thus 
marked,  arc  ceniained  in  the  papers  submiltid 
here.  I  also  transmit  a  copy  of  tlie  repoit  of 
the  Commissioners  bir  marking  tho  boundaiy 
lietween  the  United  Stales  aud  the  British 
Possessions  west  of  the  Lake  of  tbt  »\  oo<l», 
oi  the  op«'rationB  of  tbe  Coinmissioners.  Dur- 
ing tho  past  season  surveys  bavc'  been  made 
to  a  point  497  miles  seet  of  the  Lake  of  the 
Woods,  leaving  about  3i0  mib  s  lo  be  sui- 
veyid,  tbe  tield  work  of  which  can  bo  com- 
pleted during  the  next  season.

The 
oommission  disallowed  ami  iiisini.ss.-d  all  the 
claims  ol  British  snbiiets  agamsl  tne  United 
States.  The  anntunl  of  the  clHinis  preHented 
by  the  British  Governmi  nt,  bnl  disiMowed  ir 
dismisseil,  IS  understood  lo.bo  abnit  niiuiy- 
Ihree.a  nidlions  of  dollais.  it  also  disal 
lows  all  Ibe  claimsof  the  United  Slates  a;;ainst 
Great  Britain  which  wero  releriod  to  it.  I 
recommond  the  early  passing  of  an  act  appio- 
priating  the  amount  iieeossaiy  to  pay  this 
award  against  the  Uniled  States.  1  have 
caused  to  bo  communicated  to  thego.ernnieni 
of  the  King  of  llalv  the  thanlis  of  ibis  (,"'Veni 
nicnl  for  Ibe  euniient  servicis  reii  leied  by 
Count  Conti.  who,  hh  tne  third  commissioner 
ol  Ibis  eoniinisBion.  with  dignity,  learniiiK  and 
imparhahtj  discbarged  tbo  duties  reipiiiin;;

TBE  SPANISH  Bl.PCBLlC. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  Congress 
I  tiaiismitled  to  the  American  Mini.*ter  at 
Madiid.  with  instructions  to  picseut  it  to  the 
Spanish  g.<\trnmeiit.  tbe  joint  resolution  ap- 
proved on  tlie  3d  of  March  last,  tendering  to 
the  iH'ople  of  Spain,  in  the  nan<e  and  on  Ibe 
bi  hall  of  the  American  people,  the  congratu- 
lations of  Congress  upon  tbe  offnts  fo  eon 
Rolidale  in  Spain  tbe  principbs  ol  universal 
liberty  in  a  repubbcan  lorni  it  govtrnment 
Tbe  suieess  of  this  new  republic  was  inangu- 
rated  bv  striking  tbe  b-tters  from  the  slaves 
in  Porii)  Rico.  Tiiis  bonifiocnt  measnre  was 
followed  bv  Ibe  reUaso  of  stvoral  thousand 
persona  illegally  sold  as  slaves  in  Cuba.  Next 
the  Caplaiii-Goncral  of  that  colony  was 
deprived  of  tbe  power  to  fu>t  aside 
Ihe  orders  of  his  su|»ertor  at  Madrid,  which  had 
iiertalned  to  the  offlce  since  ISCn  ;  the  se<iiiestercd 
estates  ot  American  cltliens,  which  haci  been  the 
eanseofloug  aud  fo^qucut  corresixmdeuce,  were 
ordereil  t.»lH' reston'd  tn  their  owners.  All  these 
lilierai  steps  were  taken  In  the  face  of  \-lok>nt  op- 
iiositloii,  dlri^ted  bv  the  reactionary  slavcholdws 
of  Havana,  wlio  wer«'  vainly  striving  to  stay  the 
march  of  Ideas,  have  temiinateil  slavery  n  C  hrlst- 
endom,  Cuba  only  excepted  Cnhappllv.  how- 
ever, this  banertil  Influence  has  thus  far  stir 
eenled  In  defeating  the  efforts  of  all  liberal 
niliidsil  men  in  Spain  to  abolish  slavery  tn  ^  i'!«. 
and  lu  preventing  tbe  promised  reform  in  that  isl- 
and, 'fhcstrug^e  for  jK.litical  ""Premac^y  ron- 
tlnncs.

THE  CASE  or  THE  VIBOINinB. 

The  steamer  Virginius  was,  ou  the  26th  day  of 
Heptemtier,  1870,  duly  registered  at  tbe  i»ort  of  New 
York  as  a  part  of  the  commeroial  marine  of  tbe 
Uuited  Klates.  On  the  4th  day  of  Ootol>er,  1870. 
having  the  certificate  of  her  register  in  the  usual 
legal  form,  she  sailed  irom  the  i>ort  of  New  York, 
and  has  not  since  been  within  the  territorial  Jurls- 
dlotlon  of  ths  United  SUtes.  On  the  aist  of  Octo- 
ber last,  while  sail  ng  under  tbe  flag  of  the  United 
RIates,  on  tbo  high  seas,  she  was  forcibly  selsod  by 
the  Hpanlsh  guulKiat  Tornado,  and  was  carded  luto 
the  port  of  Santiago  de  Cuba,  where  many  of  her 
pttB.«eugerB  and  cn-w  were  inhumanly,  and  so  far, 
ut  leasr.  as  relates  to  those  who  were  citiaeus,  were 
without  the  priKsess  of  law  put  to  death.  It  is  a 
well  ostabhshed  principle,  asserted  by  the  United 
ntates  from  tho  Ixiglnuiug  of  her  usilonal  iu- 
dependeuc  ,  reoognUed  by  Great  BriUiu 
and  other  maritimo  powers,  and  stated  by 
the  Renite  In  a  resolution  passed  unanimously 
on  the  4th  of  June,  1N5M,  that  Amertcan 
vessels  ou  the  high  seas,  m  time  ol  peace,  bearing 
Ihe  American  flag,  remain  under  the  Jurisdiction  of 
ho  country  to  which  they  belong,  and  therefore 
any  vtsitatlon,  moliwUtlon  or  change  of  deatJoattou 
of  any  such  vessel  by  force  on  the  part  of  a  foreign 
isiwer  Is  in  derogation  of  the  Boveralguty  of  the 
Iluiteil  States,  In  accordance  with  these  principles 
the  roetoi-alion  cf  tho  Virginius  and  surrender  of 
her  passengers  and  crew,  and  a  due  rejKiratlon  to 
Ihe  ffiK  und  the  punishment  of  the  authorltiee  who 
hid  bc'n  umlty  of  ill<j«al  acts  of  violeuoe,  were  de- 
manded, rbc  8i>aniBh  government  has  recogniaed 
the  J I  slice  of  the  demand,  and  has  armngeil  for  tlie 
Immediate  dchvery  of  the  vessel,  aud  for  the  sur- 
render of  Ibe  smvlvors  of  the  passengers  and  crew, 
and  for  a  salute  to  tho  flag,  aud  for  pr<K-iee«UnR» 
looking  to  the  punishnif  nt  of  those  who  may  bo 
proved  to  have  lieeii  guilty  of  illegal  acts  of  violence 
towards  citlaens  of  the  United  Htates,  aud  also  to- 
war.is  indemnifying  those  who  may  be  shown  to  b« 
entitled  to  indomnlty.    A  copy  of  a  protocol  of  a 


capltol  suitable  residences  tor  all  persons  who  now 
receive  comniuutlon  for  quarters  or  rent  st  gov- 
eriiinent  expense,  and  for  the  Cabin* t  :  thus  Mn- 
tiuc  an  example  to  the  states,  which  may  induce 
ttiein  to  erect  buildings  for  their  Senator?.

The  fall  effei-t  of 
the  disaster,  if  it  sboulrt  not  prove  ti  be  a  blessing 
u I  disguise.  Is  vet  to  b«-  demoustraled  :  in  cither 
event,  it  ie  vouf  dutv  to  heed  the  hsson  and  pro- 
vide by  wise  and  well  considered  legidation,  so  far 
as  it  bee  in  your  piwer,  against  it*  recurrence, 
and  to  lake  advantage  of  all  benefits 
that  may  have  occiirred.  My  own  judg- 
ment IS,  tbat  however  marh  individ- 
uals may  have  suttered.  one  long 
step  has  been  tsken  towards  spec  c  paymenU: 
that  we  cannot  nave  i>crmaiient  prjspeniy  until 
an  entirely  new  basis  is  reached,  and  a  sj>ecie  basis 
cannot  be  reach  d  and  mainumed  unld  our  ex- 
ports, exclusive  of  gold,  p.iy  for  oui  imports  and 
mteresi  due  abroad  ana  other  specula  ioqs  so  heavy 
as  to  leave  an  accumulation  of  ihose  met.tls  iu  our 
country  from  the  prtxiucis  ol  oir  m  nes.  The  de 
vel..pineni  ot  mines  of  prccous  metals  dm  im:  the 
past  yivir,  aad  the  prospective  development  oi 
them  for  the  year  to  lome,  arc  grutifyiug  In  the 
extreme.  If  but  half  the  go  d  extrncted  from  the 
mines  should  be  retamed  at  home,  oit  advance  to- 
wards specie  payments  would  be  lapid.  To  in- 
crease exports,  suflicient  curreucyis  required  to 
keep  all  the  industries  of  the  coun  Lry  employed  ; 
without  thi^  national  as  well  as  individual  bank 
ruptcv  must  ensue.  Inflation,  on  ti.e  other  hand, 
whileit  mi  ht  give  temporary  rehef,  would  only 
le.ad  to  an  inflation  of  prices.

and  i-ommerce,  it  will  flow  out   of  tlie   country  ;  if 
too  little  of  it,  the   reverse  will  be   flie  reeult.     To 
hold  what  we  have,  and  appreciate  oil »    currency  to 
tbat  stanilard,  is  deserving  of|thc  mo>t  serlons  con- 
sideration  of 'CoDsress.    The    expe  dence  cf   the 
present  panic  has  proven  that  the  c  irrency  of  tbe 
country   is  the  bi>6t  tbat  has  ever  lieen  devised. 
Usnallv  iu  timee  of  such  trials,  currency  has  lie- 
come  worthless,  or  si  much  deprecia  ed  lu  value  as 
to  liiflate  the  value  of  all  the  necessixies  of  life  as

As  the  result  ot  more  than  thirty  ex 
periments  on  the  feedinp  of  nnimnls  on 
meat  taken  from  tabercnlous  freatnres. 
.M  Col  let  t  concludes  th:it  sucb  tlosh 
does  not  ilevelop  tubercles  in  liealtbj 
animaiis.  Where  other  experiments 
have  obtained  opposite  results,  tie  be- 
lieves tliat  they  havd  expe.nmeutetl  on 
animals  alreadly  distiH.^ed.  or  have  al- 
1  wed  portions  of  tuberculous  matter 
to  gain  admission  to  the  Uiiigs  of  the 
ttiiiaials  in  the  Hir  thej  breathed. 

A  French  medical  writer  has  exam- 
ined 990  cases  of  suicide,  and  deduces 
therefrom  the  followLng  couclusion.".*: 
Philosophical  or  prenreditated  suicide 
i»i  accomplished  usually  duiing  the 
night  or  little  before  daybreak  ;  acci 
dental  suicide,  on  the  oontrary,  during 
the  day,  because  tuea  the  exciting 
c.iuse  appears.  The  majiuer  also  var- 
ies with  the  age.  In  early  youth  it  is 
usually  by  hanging;  this,  during  ma'n- 
hood,  is  abamloned  for  the  use  of  tirc- 
urms ;  and  as  the  bodily  vigor  declines 
in  old  age.  the  method  by  banging  is 
again  adojited. 

The  dredge  on  the  Challenger  has 
brought  up  nodules  of  peroxide  of 
maganese.  Mr.  Buchanan  found  that 
these  presented  the  concentric  layers 
and  intimate  structure  of  coral,  ami  is 
of  the  opinion  that  they  have  been 
formed  b.y  the  slow  substitutitju  of  per- 
oxide of  manganese  for  calcie  carbtui- 
ate  in  the  original  coral. 

Those  whtj  have  tUlicate  galvanome- 
ters shtmld  be  careful  to  see  that  they 
are  not  kept  in  the  field  of  permanent 
magnets,  unlese,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
mariner's  compass,  they  are  free  t«i 
move  in  the  direction  of  the  iiues  of 
forces  of  the  magnetic  field  in  which 
they  lie,  otherwise  they  will  quickly 
lo.se  their  magUfetism. 

MM.  Treve  ami  Chedeville  find  that 
if  a  current  <if  electricity  traverses  a 
coil  of  wire  that  surrounds  a  cooling 
ingot  of  cast  steel,  the  steel,  when  per- 
fectly cold,  shows  on  fracture  a  finer 
grain  than  when  the  current  is  not 
parsed.  The  magnetiz^-d  steel  also 
has  less  power  of  resisting  forces  of 
extension  and  compression. 

Lobsters  are  now  cultivated  in  a  salt- 
water )>oiid  on  the  New  England  coast. 
Tlie  pond  covers  thirty  acres,  and  is  so 
ai'ranged  that  the  ^.ater  is  paitially 
changed  at  each  tide.  The  food  con- 
sists of  refuHf!  from  the  Bosttm  fish 
maikets,  aud  during  the  first  year  l.'i,- 
000  lobsters  were  sold.

A  Wltrh  Stoned  to    Uemli    by   Urder   of 
la  Urand  I'ounrll. 

From  the  VirKlnla  City  Chronicle. 

At  sunset  on  Friday  evening  la-d,  Az- 
Huppec-ah-wy-pah  was  stoned  to  dt^atli 
•  short  distaiioii  bryoml  Smith's  ranche, 
iu  Pine  Nut  Valley.  This  woman,  who 
was  between  forty  uutl  fifty  years  <if 
ago,  and  leaves  a  husbantl  and  many 
descendents  in  the  tril)e,  was  accused 
of  having  causetl  the  death  of  many  of 
her  relatives  and  others  by  witithcraft. 
No  one  could  dream  of  ht  r  but  what 
sickness  and  death  would  surely  follow. 
Her  sou-in-l  iw  dit-d  from  the  ellects  of 
such  a  drenm  some  five  years  since,  and 
but  for  the  earnest  entreaties  of  John- 
son  Sides  and  others  at  that  fiint^  slic 
would  have  Iven  hurled  from  the  top 
of  a  lofty  cliff.  A  year  ago  a  youiu; 
niece  of  Ham  Napplo  of  Oenoa  died 
from  the  witchcraft  of  this  old  womHii, 
and  she  would  hiiv»'  been  disp:itche<l 
bv  that  distinguished  warrior  ut  the 
time  but  that  she  soa^tht  safety  in 
flight.  Another  Indian  died  at  Pyra- 
mid Lake  from  hrr  fatiil  intiuence,  and 
an  uttem|)t  was  inatle  to  capture  and 
kill  her,  but  she  eluded  the  pursuit  of 
the  enraged  warriors.  Tho  matter  was 
taken  up  and  discussed  in  the  great 
council  in  Pine  Nut  Valley  last  Friday 
and  the  result  was  the  appointment - 
ment  of  a  large  detad  to  stone  her  to 
death,  which  was  done,  the  unfortu- 
nate woman  being  placed  in  the  ceutri' 
of  a  large  ring  fcirmed  by  the  detail, 
armed  wiih  stones.  She  was  beaten  to 
a  pulp,  and  left  unburied.  At  first  her 
husband  felt  somewhat  outraged,  aud 
threatened  to  "clean  out  the  whole 
tribe,"  but  on  being  told  all  the  cir- 
cumstances, and  it  being  intimated  to 
him  that  "  he'd  better  let  that  job 
out,"  he  CO' lied  down,  and  joined  with 
the  other  relatives  of  the  deceased  in 
expressing  satisfaction  with  the  killing, 
all  of  them  saying  that  it  ought  in 
have  been  done  long  ago.

K  Sew  Cave. 

De  Verne's  journey  to  the  centre  of 
the  earth   may  not  utter  all  be  but  the 
"baseless   fabric  of  a  vision."     Anew 
cave  hag  been  discovered  at  Tatesville, 
Montgomery  Co.,    Ky.,   which,   if    fol- 
lowed   by  discoveries  of   a  like  nature 
to  those  recently  brought  to  light  by 
four  adventurous  spirits,  may  yet  re- 
veal the  wonders  of  the  central  sea  to 
the  gaze  of  delighted  students  of    na- 
ture.    The   entrance    to    this   cave    is 
through  an  orifice  about  large  enough 
to  admit  a  man's  body.   After  descend- 
ing  perpendicularly  for   about  twenty 
feet  the    party   reached  a  clay  bottom 
with  sttme  walls  and  roof.  The  chamber 
was   not   far  from  twenty  feet  square, 
and  at   its  end  another   hole  was   vis- 
ible.   A  descent  was  again  made,  and  a 
fine  hall  wasdisi-overeil,  the  floor,  walls 
and  roof  of  which  were  solid  stone.  The 
air  was  agreeable,  and  the  light  of  the 
lantern    revealed   the  wonders  of  this 
most  romantic  and  beautiful  chamber, 
about  sixteen  feet  lower    they   reached 
another  chamber,  and  having  followed 
the  descending  grade,  they  came   upon 
a  pool  of  water  whose  taste  was  sweet, 
and  whose  depth,  as  sfuinded  by  stones, 
seemed  to  be  about   four  feet.

UBit<<d  States,  and  let  that  part  west  of  this 
line  reniiiu  for  a  reservation  for  «ild  Indians, 
where  the  ex^trimeut  of  civilizing 
c^>uld  bo  applied  to  the  raw  ma- 
terial. The  country  east  of  the  uinely- 
eighth  meridian  is  about  as  large  as  Induna, 
ami  would  soon  have  the  requisite  popnlation 
to  become  a  state  of  the  Union.  This  plan,  it 
18  understood,  meets  the  approbation  of  the 
12,000  negroes  formerly  slaves  ol  the  Indians, 
wh.>  object  to  mere  Indian  citizeusbip.  and 
desire  to  become  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  A  strong  appeal  in  favor  of  this  ol>- 
jfct  has  been  written  by  goutUmou  well  ae- 
qnainted  with  ludian  affairs,  which  will  soon 
oe  published  in  East-rn  parnrs.

receipts  from  papsungcrs  aud  freight,  $600,- 
OOO  ;  on  iufurauce  companies  loises,  on  tele- 
graph receipts,  1250,000— making  in  the  ag- 
gre','ate  f22,1.50,000.  The  tax  on  tea  and  cof- 
fee  wuuld  mak'j  over  $42,fi00,000.  The  Com- 
missioner says  if  more  revenue  is  wanted  it 
could  be  obtained  to  $10,tiu0,000  ty  rastoring 
tbe  taxes  toriueily  in  schedule  "  B,"  which  in- 
cluded stamps  on  all  legal  instruments,  deeds, 
mortgages,  etc. 

A  BILL  for  paying  pensioners  who  are  blind, 
or  deprived  ol  the  Uf'C  of  both  arms  or  legs, 
fifty  dollars  per  mouth,  is  now  before  tbe 
Committee  on  Invalid  Pensions,  and  will  be 
favorably  reported  upon.

A*  SPECIAL  from  L^  rliu  s*y>  the  commander 
of  one  ot  the  German  vessels  seized  by  a 
Spanish  tuan-of-war  in  the  Sooloo  Archipela- 
go and  carried  to  Manilla,  writes  home  that 
himself  and  crew  were  sent  to  prison  and 
kept  there  two  months,  receiving  v«iy  hsrsh 
treatment  at  tho  hai.ds  of  the  Spanish  ofli- 
cial.s.  The  dispatch  also  says  that  public  feel- 
ing in  Germany  is  much  excited  ovtr  the 
seizuie  of  the  vessex,  and  tbe  full  satisfac- 
tion for  the  insult  to  the  German,  flag  is  de 
mauded. 

A  London  dispatch  says  the  |i»hip  Araijia, 
from  Calc'itia  for  Boston,  foundered  at  sea, 
in  latitude  28  north,  longitude  38  west.

ProfesBor  Loomis,  of  Yale  College, 
who  has  especial  charge  of  tho  weather 
of  New  Haven,  says  that  the  month  of 
Novem1)er  just  passed  was  the  coldest 
one  known  in  that  city  during  the  last 
ninety-five  years.  The  mean  tempera- 
ture was  34.5,  which  is  5.8  degrees  be- 
low the  average  of  tho  whole  time  dur- 
ing which  any  record  has  been  kept. 
Professor  Loomis  gives  the  figures  of 
some  of  the  cold  Novembers,  as  fol- 
lows :

A-Dispnted  Statm^ 

A  colossal  statue  of  Hercules  hold- 
ing a  lion  before  him  by  the  hind  paw, 
cut  in  calcareous  stone,  hat.  just  been 
unearthed  at  Palaee  Lemest.os,  the  ac- 
cepted site  of  the  ancient  ijnathus,  in 
the  island  of  Cyprus.  Tie  statue  is 
perfect  down  to  the  knees,  but  the  legs 
are  wanting.  It  measures,  in  its  pres 
eut  shape,  nine  feet  in  length.  The 
limbs  are  thick  set  and  heary,  and  the 
whole  is  said  to  be  very  archaic  work- 
manship. This  is  the  only  information 
we  have  for  an  opinion  on  I  he  age  and 
origin  of  the  statue.  Aciathus  was 
one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  Cyprus, 
and  was  once  colonized  »t  an  early 
period  by  tho  Phoenicians,  tirho  first  in- 
troiluce<i  the  workmanship  of  Hercules 
under  the  name  of  "  Melkart "  or 
"Malika. "  The  work  ie,  however, 
probably  early  Greek  W^hether  we 
shall  have  moaup  of  judging  for  our- 
selves is  doubtful.  The  discovery  was 
made  iu  a  plot  of  private  hud  belong- 
ing to  the  British  vice-consul  at  Lima- 
sol,  near  Pietro  Loiso.  That  func- 
tionary was  quickly  on  tl  e  spot,  set 
tied  about  the  price  with  tbe  laborers, 
and  thus  became  sole  prjpiietor  of  the 
treasure,  with  a  view  of  sending  it  to 
the  British  Museum.  Then  his  diffi- 
culties began.  The  governor  of  Cy- 
prus interfered,  claiming  the  huge 
jelio  of  antiquity  for  the  Imperial  Mu- 
seum of  Constantinople.  The  dispute 
has  not  yet  terminated,  and  will  in  all 
likelihood  be  shifted  to  Stamboul  for 
settlement.  Meanwhile  the  statue, 
guarded  by  "zaptiehs,"  remains  on 
th€  spot  where  it  was  found.

A  strange  coincidence  is  remarkable 
in  the  wreck  of  the  White  Star  line 
steamship  Atlantic  ou  the  coast  o(  Hali- 
(ax  in  April  last  and  the  vreck  o{  tho 
British  man-of war  Atlai  tic  on  tho 
same  coast  iu  1813.  On  the  morning 
of  the  10th  of  November  I  he  Atlantic, 
like  her  ill-fated  successo:-,  stood  in 
for  Halifax  harbor,  iu  a  thick  fog,  tir- 
ing signal  guns  as  she  *eut.  These 
were  answered  at  regular  intervals  as 
Captain  Hiokey  supposed,  from  the 
light-house  on  Capo  Sambro,  but  in 
reality  by  tho  English  man  of-war 
Borrussa.'  Every  man  on  board  the 
Atlantic  was  as  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  coast  as  any  pil  3t  could  be, 
yet  the  greatest  anxiety  waii  manifested 
"by  all.  The  ship  struck  on  the  eftstern 
ledge  o(  Sambro  Island,  and  was  al- 
most immediately  thrown  over  on  her 
side.  In  an  attempt  to  lo^-er  the  boats 
the  jolly  boat  struck  against  the  stern 
davits  and  was  instantly  svamped,  and 
the  pinnace  capsized  as  soon  as  it  was 
launched.  By  the  prndenoe,  however, 
of  Captain  Hiokey  and  the  marvellous 
forbearance  of  the  crew  th<i  other  boats 
were  suocessfully  loaded  and  reached 
the  rocks  in  safety.  The  i^rew  was  all 
saved,  but  nothing  else,  except  the  ad- 
miral's dispat<?he8,  was  preserved.

Land  .Monopolizing. 

According  to  receut  statistics  160 
families  own  more  than  one-half  the 
territory  of  England,  more  than  one- 
Lalf  oi  iftlRcd,  fully  one-half  of  Wales, 
and  four-fifths  of  of  Scotland ;  the  four- 
ti.ths  of  Scotland  being  held  by  only 
twelve  families.  The  tendency  is  to 
still  greater  aggregation  in  fewer  and 
fewer  hands,  the  operation  of  the  laws 
by  wbi/h  a  man  only  holds  his  lands 
for  his  life,  the  eldest  son  succeed 'ng 
thereto  on  his  death.  This  has  always 
been  a  source  of  dissatisfaction  and  is 
/*st  becoming  a  real  danger. 

In  the  United  States,  a  corrupt  con- 
gress l>;is  endowed  railroad  corpora 
tions  with  territories  more  than  equal 
to  the  &ize  of  the  entire  British 
Islands.  Our  beneficent  laws  prevent 
the  aggregation  of  land  in  private 
hands  by  the  distribution  which  takes 
placf  on  the  death  of  the  owner.  The 
holdinj.;  of  vast  tracts  by  corporations 
having  perpetual  succession  is  con- 
trary to  the  spirit,  though  not  to  the 
letter,  of  our  law«.  If  the  corpora- 
tions w-ill  bell  their  land,  there  may 
liot  be  much  haxm  done,  but,  if  they 
retain  it,  their  power  will  always  be  a 
source  of  danger. —  Western  Rttrnf. 

Whicb  Pny%  Best,  to  S«ll  .Hllk  or   Make 
Buttrr  I 

The  question  of  how  much  milk  it 
t  akes  to  Kjake  one  pound  of  butter  is 
often  a«ked.  I  will  try  to  answer  it,  or 
ratiur  give  my  experience,  as  I  have 
been  in  t'.e  dairy  business  aud  have 
had  some  experience  East  as  well  as 
i  li  Minnesota.  I  keep  from  twelve  to 
i  ourteen  cows,  and  have  been  making 
butttr  tbe  past  season  until  the  mid- 
dle of  October  :  since  then  I  have  sold 
my  milk  until  the  present  time  (Nov. 
li)  at  four  cents  per  quart.  Not  being 
saiistifcd  in  my  own  mind  as  to  which 
paid  the  best — toiik  at  four  cents  per 
quart  or  butter  at  30  cents — I  weighed 
t  hirt>  pounds  of  milk  and  set  it  for 
butter  as  usual.  After  taking  the 
cream  off  and  churning,  we  haid  two 
pounds  of  butter  worth  sixty  cents, 
against  thirteen  quarts  of  milk,  whish 
^old  tor  fifty-two  cents,  besides  the 
skimmed  milk  for  the  pigs.  I  consider 
tbe  most  essential  part  in  butter  mak 
ing  is  in  the  cows  and  the  care  t'ley 
bare,  and  tbe  care  of  the  milk.  First, 
goc'd  cows  and  good  care.  Second, 
the  utmost  care  iu  milkiug  as  regards 
cleanliness.  Make  your  cows  your 
friends  Ijy  speaking  gently  to  them.

"  Desiring  to  know  more  of  the  pro- 
ductive quulitieb  of  Light  Brahmas,  I 
made  an  effort  last  season  to  experi- 
ment wi'h  one  pullet,  selecting  her 
from  a  Junt  brood  of  last  year,  and 
keeping  her  separated  from  others  of 
her  variety  Hb«  commenced  laying 
on  Ja'iuaiy  12tb.  1*573^  and  laid  eighty- 
three  e^gs  before  becoming  broody 
up  to  thisdate,  AuguHt  lat,  1873,  she 
has  laid  one  hundred  aud  thirty-six 
eggs.  The  maunrr  of  kouping  the 
record  on  count  of  the  number  of  eggs 
laid  was,  to  let  la.st  egg  remain  m  the 
egg-basket  until  the  next  was  brought 
in,  and  to  murk  the  number  of  each  t-gg 
on  itself,  so  that  there  was  no  chance 
for  au  error.  This  hen  was  pure  bred, 
and  from  one  of  the  leading  strains  of 
Light  Brahmas.  She  has  been  kept  lu

Roast  Duck.— Stuff"  the  duck  with 
bread  crumbs  like  a  turkey,  or  with 
onions  and  sage;  pepper,  salt  and  but- 
ter. Baste  frequently  while  cooking, 
and  do  not  cook  it  too  much. 

Roast  Goose  and  Duck. — Rub  the 
inside  of  the  goose  with  chopped  sage 
and  onions  ;  stuff  it  with  bread  criunbs 
stuflSng  and  onions  boiled  and  chopped 
up,  and  season  it  with  butter  or  lard 
and  salt.  Roast  slow  and  a  long  time, 
to  draw  all  the  oil  out  of  tiie  fowl. 

Apple  sauce'made  out  of  ripe  apples, 
should  always  be  ready  to  eat  with  tli< 
goose. 

What  Oil  to  But  —Do  not  buy  dark 
or  very  white  kerosene — the  light  yel- 
low is  safest.  Lamps  with  *'  sun- 
burners  "  economize  the  light  most. 
There  is  a  patent  hanging  lamp  fat<ien- 
ed  to  the  ceiling  by  a  strong  coiled 
brass  string,  which  can  be  pushed  up 
or  pulled  down  to  any  height  at  pleas- 
ure. The  apparatus  is  durable.  Such 
a  lamp  is  nearly  as  convenient  as  gas, 
and  is  cheerful  over  the  toa-table  and 
work-table. 

Da-voeb  fbom  Wet  Clothes. — Few 
persons  understand  fully  the  reason 
why  wet  clothe?  exert  such  a  chilling 
influence.  It  is  simply  this  :  Water, 
when  it  evaporates,  carries  ofl  an 
enormous  amount  of  heat  in  what  ia 
calle  I  the  latent  form.  One  pound  of 
wat<'r  in  vapor  contains  as  much  heat 
as  nine  or  ten  pounds  of  liquid  water, 
and  all  this  heat  must,  of  course,  be 
taken  from  the  body.  If  our  clothe 
are  moistened  by  water— that  ia,  if  by 
wetting  they  are  rendered  three  pound" 
heavier — these  three  pounds  will,  in 
drying,  carry  oft"  as  much  heat  as  would 
raise  three  gallons  of  ice-cold  water  to 
the  boiling  point.  No  wonder  damp 
clothes  chill  us. 

Cream  Candt. — Sifted  sugar  four 
pounds,  butter  the  size  of  an  egg,  five 
tablespoon fuls  of  cream,  six  table- 
spoonfuls  vinegar,  tuough  water  to 
keep  from  burning.  Cook  it  three 
quarters  of  an  hour  ;  stir  it  constantly 
over  a  moderate  fire.  Teat  it  by  drop- 
ping a  little  in  cold  water,  take  it  out, 
and  if  you  can  pull  it,  it  is  done.  It  is 
very  nice  when  properly  made. 


The  President  of  the  Berlin  police 
has  profited  by  his  recent  visit  to  Vi- 
enna to  introduce  sundry  reforms  in 
the  police  regulations  of  the  Prussian 
capital.  The  most  important  of  these 
seem  to  be  the  precautions  adopted  to 
prevent  stoppages  and  consequent 
blocks  at  the  more  frequented  street 
crossings.  At  each  of  the  twenty -six 
crossings  where  the  traffic  is  greatest, 
there  is  now  placed  au  ^ffic«r  on  horse- 
back and  two  on  fool,  whose  dnty  it  is 
to  regulate  traffic  and  protect  the 
public.

he  has  pursuaded  himself  of  its  truth, 
and  is  unable  to  appreciate  the  force  of 
the  facts  which  we  have  given. 

M.  Orton  truly  sa'vs  that  the  tele 
graph  is  only  in  its  infancy.  The  growth 
of  its  business  is^uch  more  rapid  than 
that  of  the  express  or  postofflce,  and  at 
the  same  ratio  of  increase  tbe  number 
of  telegrams  that  will  be  annually  sent 
ten  years  hence  is  larger  than  the  num- 
ber of  letters  sent  when  the  postage  was 
reduced  to  five  cents.  The  immediate 
increase  in  the  oorrespondenoe  that  fol- 
lowed upon  the  use  of  five  and  three 
cent  postage  stamp  was  enormous,  rap- 
i.lly  inrroasiug  from  50.000,000  to  500,- 
000,000.  There  will  bo  tbe  same  in- 
crease  iu  tbe  telegraphic  00 rrespondenoe 
if  the  same  relative  reductions  in 
rates  are  made,  for  tbe  same 
causes  would  operate  to  pro- 
duce like  effect-.  The  people  oannot 
hope  for  such  reductions  from 
t  he  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company, 
because  there  is  now  no  reason  to  in- 
duce it  to  make  them,  and  because  the 
loss  pf  net  revenues  from  the  great  re 
ductiona  iu  prices  necessary  to  popu- 
larize the  telegraph  would  be  greater 
than  the  saving  of  expenses  on  eacl. 
^elegrtim  from  the  great  increase  in  the 
busiuetts.  Such  reductions  can  be  made 
under  tiie  postal  telegraph  system,  lor 
tbat  will  save  nearly  one-quarter  of  the 
present  ecpeus^s,  and  would  therefore 
authorize  «  reduction  in  rates  of  nearly 
forty  per  cent.,  and  yet  leave  a  sufficient 
profit  on  the  greatly  increased  business. 

Tbe  Potitmaster-General  will  ask 
Congress  to  purchase  all  existing  lines 
of  telegraph,  and  build  the  new  ones 
required  for  the  business.  The  ex- 
pense ot  purchasing  these  lines  has 
been  estimated  bv  committees  of  Con- 
gress at  from  140,(00,000  to  $70,000,- 
000.  It  is  not  likely  Congress  will  feel 
disposal,  in  the  present  condition  of 
our  finarDces,  to  authorize  such  au  ex- 
penilitiue,  tspecially  as  the  object 
sought  can  be  accomplished  without 
any  expense  to  the  Government. 

The  Postofficc  Department  will  lur- 
iii.'^h  the  oflices  and  the  Postal  Tele- 
graph Company  will  transmit  the  mes- 
sages at  rates  fixed  by  Congress. 

If  the  people  rtesire  to  have  a  cheap 
telegraph,  and  to  have  the  news  fur- 
nished to  the  press  at  low  rates,  they 
must  supjjort  the  postal  telegraph  sys- 
tem, and  «rge  Congress  to  pass  the  bill 
authorizing  the  Postmaster-General  to 
contract  as  he  now  contracts  for  the 
carriage  of  the  mails.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  they  desire  to  perpetuate  an  over- 
grown monopoly,  which  is  every  day 
growing  more  powerful,  then  let'  them 
continue  the  present  system,  by  which  a 
single  private  corporation  controls  the 
telegraphic  correspondence  of  a  nation, 
and  has  the  power  to  give  or  withhold 
news  to  the  press,  and  to  mould  public 
opinion  in  its  own  interest.  Such  a 
I  lower  is  too  great  for  any  private  com- 
pany to  hold,  and  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  people,  to  be  used  only 
lor  their  benefit. 


A  Balloon  F«tin<L 

A  curious  story  comes  to  us  acroKs 
the  ocean  of  a  shapeless  bundle  of 
rags  found  recently  in  a  tree-top  in  the 
South  African  oolony  of  Natal.  It 
)>roved  to  be  one  of  the  missing 
balloons  which  floated  out  of  Paris  dur- 
ing the  siege  with  a  freight  of  letters 
and  dispatches— ordc^rs  from  the  Gov- 
ernment "of  National  Defense  to  its 
Generals  in  the  field,  and  messages  of 
love  and  cheer,  of  sorrow  and  com- 
plaint from  the  suffering  citizens  to 
their  friends  outside.  If  the  Govern- 
ment had  no  better  way  than  this  of 
reaching  its  commanders,  it  is  perhaps 
not  surprising  that  the  military 
operations  of  France  oecasioniilly 
lacked  consistency.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested tbat  the  contents  of  this  serial 
mail  may  have  an  important  bearing 
upon  the  trial  of  Bazuine  ;  but  a  ques- 
tion which  will  interest  the  public  far 
more  than  the  purport  of  the  letters  is 
how  the  balloon  should  have  found  its 
way  from  France  to  the  southern  ex- 
tremity of  Africa.  Natal  is  over  5,000 
miles  from  Parin,  in  a  direction  almost 
due  south.  We  should  like  to  know 
what  Ptf)f.  Wise's  easterly  current  wat 
doing  while  the  air-ship  made  this  ex- 
raonlinary  voyage. 

Uhi  Corpses. 

Tbe  following  ia  a  summary  of  the 
more  important  attempts  which  have 
yot  been  made  to  determine  the  antiqui- 
ty of  human  remains  or  works    of  art  : 

*'  From  observation  at  the  delfji  of 
the  Tiniere  and  on  tbe  lakes  of  Neuf- 
chatel  and  Bienne,  tbe  bronze  age  in 
Europe  has  been  determined  with  ap- 
proximate accuracy  to  have  been  from 
3,000  to  4, 000 years  ago,  and  the  stone 
age  of  the  Swiss  Lake  dwellings  at  from 
5,000  to  7,000  years,  and  an  indefinite 
anterior  period.  The  burnt  brick  found 
sixty  feet  deep  in  the  Nile  alluvium 
indicates  an  antiquity  of  about  20,000 
years,  taking,  from  a  calculation  by 
Mr.  Horner,  the  e&timate  of  3^  inches 
per  century  as  the  rate  of  deposit  of 
the  mud.  Another  fragment  found  at 
72  feet  deep  is  estimated  by  M.  Rosiere 
tu  be  30,000  years  old.  Some  human 
bones  found  in  a  lacustrine  formation 
in  Florida  have  been  considered  by 
Agassiz,  after  a  careful  examination  oi 
the  locality,  lo  be  at  least  10,000  years 
old.  A  human  skeleton,  found  at  a 
depth  oi  16  feet  l>elow  four  buried  for- 
ests superposed  upon  each  other,  has 
been  calculated  by  Dr.  Dowler  to  have 
an  antiquity  of  50,(X)0  years. 

The  Prince  de  Joinville  has  suffered 
a  lamentable  disaster — something 
epouvantable,  as  the  French  say.

A   >fW   Miermoiueter. 

Les  Mondes  describes  a  maximum 
and  minimum  thermometer,  fortned 
of  a  compound  spiral,  consisting  of 
two  differently  expansible  metals 
electroplated.  By  increase  of  tempera- 
ture, it  tends  to  unroll ;  by  decrease, 
to  twist  up;  iu  so  doing  it  moves  one 
or  the  other  of  a  pair  of  indices  over  a 
graduated  scale,  the  one  ol  which  reg 
istera  the  highest  temperature  a  tained, 
the  other  the  lowest.  If  required,  a 
third  needle  may  be  added,  by  means 
of  wbicii  the  actual  temperature  at  any 
moment  may  be  read  off  without  dis- 
turbing either  ol  the  other  pointers. 
The  instrument  is  u>ed  at  several 
meteorological  stations  in  Switzerland 
and  Russia,  and  gives  great  satisfac- 
tion.
